Being childless for a long 
time, ‘they prayed to their Ishta 
Devata Lord Siva who blessed 
them with a son who was named 
Sivaram. He later became famous 
as Trailanga Swami, a corruption 
of the popular hame Telungu

Right from childhood, Sivaram 
Tevealed his spiritual leanings and 
this marked him out from the rest 
Of his companions. As he grew up 
into a fine youth, his father very 
much wanted him to marry and

Sivaram’s father died when he 
was 40 and 12 years later his 
mother too died and thus at 52 he 
found himself utterly untram- 
melled by any ties of the world. He 
made over all the family property to 
his younger brother Sridhar and 
did intense Sadhana in a lonely 
cottage by a river side. 


When the time came, he found 
his Guru in Swami Bhagiratha- 
nanda Saraswati, a yogi from | 
Punjab. The Guru took with him Í 
Sivaram to Pushkar and gave him | 
the Sannyasa deeksha name of 
Ganapat Saraswati. It was at this ` 
time that the name Trailanga 
Swami came to be attached to him. 
He was 78 then and ten years later 
his Guru too passed away. 


As a result of intense yogic 
Sadhana, Trailanga Swami had a 
light and lustrous body even at 88 
and many Siddhis came to him 
unsought. He was a real Ava- 
dhoota Sannyasin and many of his 
doings evoked wonder and awe in 
others. Being totally established _ 
in Ahimsa, even ferocious animals. 
like tigers behaved like gentle 
lambs before him. It is said that he 
Wrought many miracles including 
bringing back to life many given up 






































His wanderings tock him to 
many piaces including Nepal and 
Tibet and later for a period of sight 
years he lived on the banks of 
Narmada. When he became a 
cenire of attraction in the area, he 
moved away to Allahabad, famed 
for its Triveni Sangam. At Allaha- 
bad, he miraculously saved the 
lives of many pilgrims who were 
caught in the eye of a storm while 
ofisring worship at the Sangam. 


Trailanga Swami made Vara- 
nasi, the abode of Siva, his final 
olace of penance. Like Siva, Trai- 
langa Swami was also digambara 
and utterly unconscious of his 
body. it is said that he- lived in 
Varanasi for a period of 150 years, 
ageing process not affecting him 
because of yogic Sadhana.

He had also 
confessed: “I had no Courage to 
face the Sardar or yourself and 
admit that a | was unequal to the 
job. | also felt ashamed to tell Shr; 
Ramakrishnan who had given me 
the opportunity to serve the greai 
Sardar and yourself.” 


There was a time when Maniben 

had not only to look after her father 
but also the Father of the Nation, 
Gandhiji, | was a witness to the 
‘quiet efficiency with which she 
served both during a difficult 
phase of the nation’s political 
history. 


On March 24, 1946, the high- 
Powered British Cabinet Mission 
led by Lord Pethick Lawrence, 
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Gandhiji with Lord Pethick Lawrence 
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then Secretary oí State for India, as 
Chairman, with Sir Stafford Criops 
and Mr. A.V. Alexander as Mem- 
bers, arrived in India. They had 
round-the-clock discussions with 
the indian leaders, principaily of 
the Congress and Muslim League, 
in New Delhi in March and April. 
These yielded no results, thanks to 
the intransigence of Jinnah. In 
May, from the sweltering heat of 
New Delhi, the Mission moved to 
the cool heights of Shimla. The 
Congress team was housed in two 
mansions: Mahatma Gandhi, Khan 
Abdul Ghaffar Khan, Sardar Patel, 
Dr. Rajendra Prasad, Acharya 
Kripalani and others in “Chad- 
wick”, (till then the seat of the 
British emigre government ,of 
Burma) and Pandit Nehru and 
Maulana Azad in the nearby 
“Retreat.” Being on the personal 
staff of Sardar, | too was allotted 
accommodation in ‘Chadwick.” 


The very next day after arrival in 
Shimla, during the evening prayer, 
Gandhiji asked his entire entou- 
rage including his faithful Secre- 
tary Shri Pyarelal, Personal Physi- 
cian Dr. Sushila Nayyar, Personal 
Assistant Shri R.P. Parasuram and 
others to leave Shimla. He wanted 
to be left alone without the 
trammels of “his family” so as to 
solely rely on God in that supreme 
hour to arrive at the right decision.

At Birla House 


An instance of Maniben's self- 
effacing nature comes to my mind. 
The Interim Government was to be 
sworn in at 10 a.m. on September 
2, 1946. At that time, the Sardar, 
Babu Rajendra Prasad and Shri 
Jagjivan Ram who were to be in the 
ministry were staying in New 
Delhi's Birla House, Albuqerque 
Road, rechristend as Tees January 
Marg, after Gandhiji’s assassina- 
tion on that fateful day in 1948. 
They were to go to the Viceregal 
Lodge for the swearing in after 
taking the blessings of Gandhiji 
who was then staying at the 
Valmiki Temple+Bhangi Colony—in 
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In view of the importance of the 
occasion, special Puja and Bha- 
Jans were held in the Birla House. 
.At the end of the Puja, Smt. R.D. 
Birla handed over the ‘Prasad’ to 
the Sardar who Was flanked by 
Rajenbabu and Shri Jagjivan Ram. 
A photograph was also taken on 
the occasion. | remember how the 
Self-effacing Maniben refused to 
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be inciuded in the photograph 
taken on the occasion.

Maniben was 42 when freedom 
came in 1947. The Sardar Passed 
away in 1950. and she shifted to 
Ahmedabad. She heroically con- 
tinued to struggle with redoubled 
dedication for national welfare but 
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she had not forgotten me. 


l recall! with gratitude the spon- 
taneily with which Maniben agreed 
to come ali the way to Cochin on 
October 19, 1977. when the Cochi 
Kendra of the Bharatiya Vidya 
Bhavan had organised a series of 
functions to mark the 102nd Birth 
Anniversary of Sardar Patel 
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Prime Minister Nehru had hailed 
Sardar Vallabhbhai as “the great 
Captain of our forces of freedom.

The Bhavan decided to 
build a Sabhagriha in Cochin and 
dedicate it to this unique architect

: | n the early days of the freedom 
struggle two fiery patriots 
roused the people to action 
through their poems and songs— 
_Sarojini Naidu and Subramania 
_ Bharati. But the two had their own 
striking differences. If the former 
wrote in English and addressed 
arself to the intelligentsia, the

chained to penury and pain all 
through his brief life of thirty-nine 
summers; the pangs of poverty 
were acute between 1908 and 1218 
when he chose to remain in sajf- 
imposed exile in Pondicherry to 
escape imprisonment and, later, 
on his return to India in 118, to 
face unemployment. But never did 
he allow his ‘noble rage’ to be 
suppressed or the genial current of 
his soul to be frozen. 


Though his active life as a poet 
was Compressed within a period of 
not more than two decades, 
Bharati ushered in a new age of 


' poetry in Tamil literature. Bharati 


was the harbinger of a new style of 
writing in Tamil prose and poetry 
and lifted Tamil literature out of the 
rut of stagnation and Sterility into 
which it.had fallen since Kamban 
of the 12th century. What was the 
quality of his poerty ? It is one of 
“wonderful richness and sugges- 
tion, passionate and yet shot 
through with spiritual travail and 
triumph. The many-coloured dome 
Of life rises before the eye as the 
visible temple of the white radi- 
ance of eternity” (Prof. A. Srinivasa 
Raghavan). Bharati was as mucha 
a poet of patriotism’ as the ‘vioce

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Born on Dec. 11, 1852, of 
Chinneswami flyer and Lakshmi 
Ammal, at Ettayapuram in Tirunei- 
veli District {Now Katiabomman 
District), he had his high school 
education in Tiyuneiveli tewn. kie 
pursued his Sanskrit, Hindi anc 
English studies during 1908-17 in 
Varanasi, and passed with credit 
the Entrance Examination of tne 
Allahabad University. Returning to 
his village, he served the Zamindar 
(Raja) of ENayapurm for two years 
and then, after a stint as a teacher 
in Madurai, went to Madras to star: 
his career es a journalist. Drawn 
inevitably into the mainstream of 
the freedom struggle by the parti- 
tion of Bengal in 1805, he happe- 
ned to mest Sister Nivedita “who, 
without words, in a split second 
taught me the nature of true ser- 
vice to the Mother and the great- 
ness of sacrifice”. 


Bharati attended the Surat 
session of the Congress in 1907 
and threw in his lot with the 
Extremists led by Bal Gangadhar 
Tilak. By 1908 his first collection of 


patriotic songs (‘Swadesa Gitan- 
gal’) was published. Apprehending 
arrest, he fled to the French terri- ` 


tory of Pondicherry to which came 
Sri Aurobindo in 1910. Arrested on 
Nov. 20, 1918 on the French— 
India border he was kept in jail for 
24 days. Released from prison, he - 
went to his native district of 
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Tirunelveli and spent two years in 
circurnstances none too congenial 
for a life of creativity. He joined 
the newspaper, ‘Swadesamitran’, 
where he had served earlier, as 
Assistant Editor in December 1920: 
in 1921, on an August evening, he 
visited the Sri Parthasarathi 


temple at Triplicane in Madras, ` 


and was thrown off by the temple 
elephant when he tried to offer a 
coconut to it. He succumbed to his 


injuries on Sept. 12, 1921. 


Subramania Bharati’s work con- 
sists of three long poems (in the 


nature of epics) and numerous ` 


lyrical pieces exalting patriotism, 
national unity, devotion, and 
human greatness exemplified by 
men like Tilak, Tagore and Gandhi.

(The Finance Minister has 
declared his intention to keep in 
view Article 292.) The fixing of ceil- 
ing on the borrowing power of the 
Union Government was suggested 
by the Chakravarty Committee 
appointed to review the working of 
the monetary sysiem. it was also 
recommended by the Public 
Accounts Committee in tisir Ninth 
Report (1852-63),  Thirly-Sixth 
Report (1954-65), Fifty-Second 
Repori (1955-88), and Sixty-Fourth 
Report (1568-69). Tne Corantroller 
and Auditor-General made the 
same recommendation in his 
Report published in 1988. 


The revenue account deficit of 
Rs. 13,032 crore is dangerously 
high. It has been reduced to the 
overall deficit of Rs. 7,206 crore 
only by transferring Rs. 5,826 crore 
from capital account (i.e. borrow- 
ings). It is imperative that govern- 
ment expenditure be contained at 
all costs. 


The foreign exchange reserves 
are only Rs. 5,000 crore, whereas 
the NRI accounts of which the 
balances are repatriable, alone 
exceed Rs 17,000 crore. 


The reduction of tax on the

Sweden has deci- 
ded to reduce it from 57 to 30 per 
cent, and in Japan it willbe37.5 per 
cent. Singapore has reduced it to 
31 per cent. The rate of 35 per cent 
orevaiis in the UK, the Netherlands, 
Portugai and Spain.

The abolition of investment 
allowance is a retrogade step. 
Investment allowance is invest- 
ment by the government in 
national growth. Developing coun- 
tries find it indispensable. Pakistan ` 
allows a deduction of 40 per cent 
above the cost as an investment 
incentive, Malaysia 60 per cent, 
while Korea allows as high as 100 
per cent. 


it is gratifying that the decision 
has been made to abolish gold 
control forthwith. Gold control has 
been universally condemned 
except by vested interests, who 
may still try to scuttle the decision, 
as is being done in the case of 
octroi. 


The threshold of tax exemption 
should have been increased to at 
least Rs. 30,000. The minimum 
taxable limit of Rs. 15,000 was 
fixed .in. 1981, and that corres- 
ponds to Rs. 32,000 today, while 
the limit of Rs. 18,000 (fixed by Shri 
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V.P. Singh in 1985) is equivalent to 
about Rs. 27,000 today. 


The proposal to replace deduc- 
tions from income under Section 
80C by a rebate in tax is a retro- 
grade step. Itis worth recalling that 
what is now thought to be a new 
scheme, had prevailed for many 
years in the past under our Income- 
tax law till, after full consideration 
of Mr. S. Bhootalingam's Report in 
1967, the government decided to 
switch over to the scheme of 
deductions from income as under 
the present Section 80C. It would 
create totally unnecessary con- 
fusion to retrace our steps again. 


The fiscal system must have not 
merely legality but legitimacy. It is 
denuded of all legitimacy when 
there are breaches of faith on the 
part of the government in its deal- 


ings with the taxpayers. An in- - 


stance in point is the abolition of 
investment allowance within one 
year of its introduction twelve 
months ago. 


Further, it was only last year that 
saw . the introduction of the 
scheme under which the assessee 
has to opt between investment 
allowance (under Section 32A) and 
investment deposit account 
(under Section 32AB)—which 
option once éxercised was to 
ensue for a period of five years. 
This raised a. legitimate expecta- 
tion in the public mind that the 
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reliefs are to continue for at least a 
period of five years. Without any 
prior notice, now both the sections 
are sought to be rendered inopera- 
tive. 

A similar breach of faith is

in new fields): Section 80HH {esta- 
blishment of new industria! under- 
takings or hotels in backward

During an evening stroll on the 
Marina Beach when the Tami! film 
‘Meera’ featuring Smt. M.S. 
Subbulakshmi in the leading roie 
was still in the making, ‘Kalki’ sang 
the piece” ‘‘Kaatrinile varum 
geetam” (the celestial tune wafted ` 
by the wind) in his musical voice 
and dared'Narasimhan to guess its 
author. When he told ‘Kalki’ that 
none but Subrahmanya Bharati 
could have composed such an 
Inspiring lyric, ‘Kalki’ Krishna- 
murti's joy knew no bounds, for it 
was not the immortal Bharati’s but 
Kalki’s own composition made 
famous later by the voice of M.S. in 
the Tamil film 'Meera'! 


C.R. Narasimhan's ten years in 
Parliament (1952 to 1962) was 
remarkable for quite a few silent 
but solid achievements ‘like, for 
instance, the coming into being of 
the Neyveli Lignite Corporation. 
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Reparis of the Lok Sabha debate 
on December 15, 1960 reveal 
Narasimhan’s capacity for pains- 
taking study of all the relevant 
material and his perseverance in 
the face of interruptions (some of 
them awfully stupid) to make 
himself heard. He was IU U to 
be a back bencher in Jawaharla! 
Nehru'’s Parliament but he was one 
who took his job seriously and 
performed it with dignity. His 
record as a Parliamentarian is 
indeed worthy of emulation by 
caresr politicians of our day. He 
was elected from the Krishnagiri 
Constituency in Tamiinad but the 
whole of India was his consti- 
tuency for service and sacrifice. 


The L.I.C. of India was so gra- 
cious as to permit me to serve the 
Rajaji Biography Committee con- 
vened by Shri T. Sadasivam and 
chaired by late Shri K. Santhanam, 


then Editor of ‘“Swarajya”, for = 
two years (1973- -1975). It was a j| ` 
period of joyous experience and |i 
high class education for me to | 


serve Rajmohan Gandhi and C.R. 
Narasimhan in that Committee. 
The great personal warmth and 
generous understanding shown to 
me by Narasimhan lasted for ever. 
It was given to me and to my wife's 
younger brother Shri S. Krishnan 
to be of some assistance to Nara- 
simhan for 10 to 15 years in the 
evening of his life. His last hospita- 
lisation was an eye opener to 
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many---it showed how he had 
endeared himself to people of not 
only ali age groups but also of all 
stations in life. Behind his some- 
what rough exterior was -always 
beating. a soft heart and the 
bereavement became everybody's 
who had come into contact with 
him. No wonder, as Chairman of 
the Tiruchengode Gandhi Ashram 
in the last 20 years Narasimhan 
proved himself to be a model 
employer-cum-manager. 


Writing on November 4. 1989 to 
his sister Smt. Namagiri Ammal, 
-the President of India, Shri R. 
Venkataraman, recalled his having 
been a colleague of C.R. Nara- 
simhan in the first Parliament of 
India from 1952 to 1957 and said 
‘he is not dead—hg has attained 
divinity’. When will the like of him 
come again? 
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YOGAIN 
PERSPECTIVE

Yoga is much abused term, 
thanks to many self-styled ‘mas- 
ters’ who pass around their half- 
baked fancies under its cover. 
There is the case of one such 
‘master’ who insisted that yoga 
consists of doing nothing, literally; 
he would not discuss the intellec- 
tual basis of yogic practice—a 
Case of over-simplification to the 
point of absurdity. 


Understanding yoga in correct 
Perspective can help an enthusiast 
to pursue it with Clarity instead of 
confusion and confidence instead 
of diffidence. 


Yoga has three meanings: 
union, path and a phase with a 
dominant trend. It is in the first 
sense of union that yoga repre- 
Sents one of the Six classical 


- schools or ‘Darshanas' of Indian 


philosophy. The other five are: 


_Sankhya, Nyaya, Vaisheshika, 


Vedanta and Mimamsa. While the 
other schools are ‘wholly intel- 


lectual in approach, yoga com- 
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bines behavioural effort (body and 
mind control) with intellectual 
reflection. 


tee 


The important thing to remem- 
ber is that yoga is not merely 
physical culture on par with drill, 
gymnastics, body-building or 
games. It is a total Philosophy 
covering both self-improvement 
and reflection. The asanas and 
Pranayama can be practised with 
benefit even in isolation but they 
are aspects of the larger scheme of 
yoga. 


The essence of the eight-fold 
Path of yoga namely Yama, 
Niyama, Asana, Pranayama, Praty- 
ahara, Dhyana, Dharana and 
Samadhi lies in discipline, devo- 
tion, dispassion, restraint and self- 
control. Anyone who does not 
value and cultivate these qualities 
has no claim to the philosophy of 
yoga, no matter what austerities he 
may practise. The purpose of the 
Gight-fold path is to develop the 
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above qualities; the specific pres- 
criptions are a means and no: the 
end. Attainment of powers (siddhi) 
is not to be identified with wisdom; 
it is a potential obstacle to wisdom 
in the sense that it can distract the 
seeker's attention and encourage 
passion. The hallmark of wisdom is 
detachment frem the fascination 
of supernatural powers as from 
passion. 


Devotion applies not only to 
spiritual pursuit, but to all duty. 
Similarly, restraint is moderation 
not only in habit but also in 
emotion and ambition. Self-con- 
trol means not only controlled 
action but also calmness and 
absence of agitation. Clear per- 
ception of these qualities and a 
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sincere effort to develop them 
quickens progress. They bring not 
mereiy health but also happiness 
and contentment. 


it must be noted that there are 
many schools of yoga and that they 
differ considerably in detail. Such 
a thing is natural in a discipline 
built around subjective experience 
(medicine is another notable 
example). But the keynotes are the 
same in all systems: harmony and 
balance. When the different 
schools are seen as various 
attempts aimed at harmony and 
balance, confusion and the ques- 
tion as to how to begin vanish.

Amidst reports of killings and 
kidnappings in the Kashmir 
Valley*, it should not bea matter of 
Surprise if a citizen of this country, 
content with his daily dose of 
newspaper reading, gets a little 
confused, if not totally bewildered. 
He should rather be pitied than be 
damned as a dim-wit or worse. 


Take the first two quotations given 
above. Here is the Prime Minister 
of Pakistan, along with one of the - 
Chief Ministers of the. Provinces of 
that country, openly offering 
assistance to the militants of 


‘Kashmir with funds Specifically 


created for the purpose. When itis 
remembered that the militants are 
those that indulge in killings, kid- 
nappings, arson and loot, it is 
difficult -to see how the Simia 
Agreement or any other agree- 
ment, which are no more than 


‘general expressions ot a desire for 


peaceful settlement, can provide 
the basis for a discussion. The 
Simla Agreement of 1972 (June 
29-July 2, 1972) does specifically

Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, who signed

Nothing much happened during 
1972-75 to bring about a settle- 
ment of the Kashmir problem. 
Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto of 
Pakistan has affirmed that she 
would follow her father’s line of 
approach which was made clear 
both before and after the Simla 
Agreement. He said: 


“We are prepared to resolve all 
our bilateral differences. But we 
cannot bargain state principles for 
human fleshGic) The right of seif- 
determination of the people of 
Jammu and Kashmir has not been 
bestowed on them either by India 

‘or Pakistan. It is their inherent 
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rignt which no one can take away 
from them (Mr. Bhutto in his 
inaugural address to the Pakistan 
National Assembly on April 14, 
1972) 7 


“in 1982, during the Sino-indian 
conflict when India had vacated 
most.of her forces from Kashmir, 
our army could have walked in. 
This was an opportunity. (empha- 
sis added) In 1985, if the war had 
continued, there would have been 
a better settlement. So I cannot be 
held responsible if the other 
governments missed the opportu- 
nities. i was only able to tell them 
that if you do not take (the oppor- 
tunity), you finally suffer, and we 
have come to that position where 
we finally suffer” (Mr. Bhutto as 
President of Pakistan in an inter- 
view to Shri Dilip Mukerjee of the 
‘Times of India’, 1972). 


“If the worst were to come to the 
worst, what would be the conse- 
quences of Pakistan abandoning 
Jammu and Kashmir? It is clear 
that a compromise of this nature 
would whet but not satisfy India’s 
appetite and, with: her growing 
military power and possible acqui- 
sition of nuclear power, she would 
use these territories as a rallying 
point to integrate the remaining 
parts ‘of Pakistan”. (Mr. Bhutto in 
his book’ The Myth of Indepen- 
dence’.) 

Indian leadership had never at

How ‘Popular’ was the 
Government of Dr. Farooq 
Abdullah can be understood from 
the fact that militancy in the Valley 
assumed dangerous proportions 
orily since 1987, when Dr. Abdullah 
Was brought back to power. In: 
April 1989, Governor Jagmohan 
Wrote to (the then) Prime Minister 
| Rajiv Gandhi: 


“The Situation is fast deteriorat- 
ing. It has almost reached a point 
of no return. For the lasi five days, 
there have been large-scale viol- 
ence, arson, firing, hartals, casual- 
ties and what not. Things’ have 
truly fallen apart. (emphasis 
added). The Chief Minister stands 
Isolated. He has already falien-- 
Politically ` ang administratively; 
Only the constitutional rites 
remain to be Performed. The situa- 
tion calls for effective interven- 
tion. To-day may be timely, to- 
morrow may be too late.” (Quoted 
in ‘India Today: of February, 28 

: 1990) It was ‘too late’ by the time 
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the Kashmir Assembly was dis- 
solved on February 19, 1990 and 
Dr. Faroog Abdullah resigned. 


There is another aspect to what 
has been described as the ‘popu- 
lar’ Government. Apart from the 
fact that the 1987 elections were 
rigged (affirmed by the Governor 
himself), Dr. Karan Singh has gone 
on record as saying that ‘elections 
in Jammu and Kashmir have 
always been farcical’ and that ‘the 
negative electoral syndrome had 
dogged our footsteps ever since 
Sheikh Abduliah got 72 out of 75 of 
his members unopposed into the 
Constitutent Assembly’. (‘Sadar-i- 
Riyasat’, Vol. il 1953-67, by 
Dr. Karan Singh. Pages 159-160). 


Dr. Karan Singh writes as follows 
about the State elections in 1962 
which brought Bakshi Ghulam 
ivichammed to power: 


“The campaign for elections in 
Jammu and Kashmir started soon 
thereafter. The National Confe- 
rence was supported by the 
Congress, and Jawaharlal paid a 
flying visit to Jammu to campaign 
for their condidates. But a curious 
incident took place which caused 
considerable embarrassment to 
Bakshi and his party. The Praja 
Parishad discovered that the ballot 
boxes could be easily opened with- 


. Out disturbing any of the seals or 


locks upon them. Such boxes were 
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brought to my residence and the 
defect demonstrated in my pre- 
sence. A short (sharp?) tap at a 
critical piace would cause the lid to 
spring open miraculously ...In the 
result, while Bakshi won as many 
as 70 of the 75 seats in the new 
Assembly, the whole affair con- 
siderably damaged the credibility 
of the ruling party in the State”'. 


It may be mentioned here that 
Bakshi was one of the Chief 
Ministers who offered to resign 
under the ‘Kamaraj Plan' in 
August, 1963. 


Taking the last two quotations 
given above, itis a matter for regret 
that two major political parties 
which are supporting a minority 
Government, should take a stand 
diametrically opposed to each 
other in regard to Article 370. 
Article 370 was inserted in the 
Constitution as a ‘temporary provi- 
sion’, enabling the State Govern- 
ment to function with a: certain 
degree of autonomy. which, in the 
circumstances in which the State ` 
acceded to India and the pendency ` 
of the dispute in the'U.N., was justi- 
fied. This Article is a reminder of 
the strictly liberal, democratic 
attitude that India took vis-a-vis the 
State. It has endowed India with a 
moral authority which it otherwise 
would not have gained. Its removal 
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can be effécted by an Order of the 
President on the recommendation 
of the State National: Assembly. 
Unfortunately, the State Assembly, 
owing - to -the peculiar political 
developments in the State, has 
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never so far thought fit to recom- 
mend the deletion of the Article. So 
long as it remains, it is bound to be 
looked upon as an anomaly.

This is not only 
because of the intense personal 
attachment of the leaders to the 
institutions they start but also 
because very few know the art of 
Passing on to their successors the 
technique of running institutions. 
Most leaders build institutions as if 
it is all for themselves, or for their 





“nominees. Outside their group or 


coterie, there is very little delega- 
tion of power especially during the 
life-time of such institution-buil- 
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the longevity of insti 
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ted out: “There are some who are 
just natural leaders of men, whe- 
ther in communities or in institu 
tions am? not one that is suyar- 
imposed ciue to rank or inherited 


due to lineage. In bringing ihis 


GS 
about, there is a much bigger roie 
for personaj example and cor- 
duci—and exemplary conduct -- 
than for prescribed status and 
position. There are in these lea- 
ders the ability to build institu- 
tions, the capacity to reproduce 
themselves, in both space and 
time, ensuring both continuity and 
necessary change and enabling 
themselves to slowly go into the 
background. They continue to be 
‘there’ but play essentially non- 
institutional and normative roles, 
in the end enabling others to do 
without them and to ‘Carry’ on. 
This is probably the most critical 
test of institutional leadership —of 
making yourself dispensable, of 
enabling smooth ‘succession’ of 
building structures that not just 
Survive but keep rejuvenating with 
new infusions of talent and creati- 
vity.”’ 


Kothari has given another 
example in his article about the 
Indian Statistical Institute. He Says: 
“Following his (Jawaharlal’s) 
fascination for the Mahalanobis 
model of development, he took 
Personal interest in the develop- 
ment of a large variety of academic 
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institutions that gave to the coun- 
try one of the world's most exten- 
sive network of statistical and 
mathematical information- 
gathering and information-pro- 
cessing expertise. He went further, 
often of course at the behest or 
prompting of friendly foreigners 
and set up major institutions in 
public administration, inter- 
nationel relations, mass communi- 
cation, and innumerable other 
areas of higher education. 


Earlier, such an institution- 
building process in higher əduca- 
tion was attempted in the Aligarh 
and Benares Universities, Kashi 
Vidyapith and in the Vishwa 
Bharati and Shanti Niketan, 
Gujarat Vidyapith and Pilani 
University but these were all pri- 
vate institutions not sponsored by 
the Government. 


True, all of them, especially 
Nehru— “...was interested in 
building up a new genre of institu- 
tions in the fields of culture and 
fine arts, literature and journa- 
lism —he never gave up his faith in 
free thought and human creativity. 
What is important from our point of 
view is that for him these were not 
just powerful ideas which, of 
course, they were—hence a large 
turnout of academics, artists and 
journalists at the Nehru Durbar 
(who in later years, became Syco- 
phants and hangers-on) —but 
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ones that called for institutional 
and resource back-ups, and for 
collective endeavour on the Part of 
dedicated people in turn generat- 
ing a larger sense of common striv- 
ing in building the india of his 
vision.” 
Dynamite of Attachment 


The universal rule is that to the 
extent we fail to go by the obiec- 
tives to that extent we develop 2 
Subjective tendency within our- 
Selves and the institution suffers. 
Persons and institutions are two 
opposites in this respect. it is very 
fundamental for us to know the? an 
institution in itself is nothing but a 
process of depersonalization in 
the beginning, in the middle and in 
the end also. Sometimes we keep 
the dynamite of attach ment 
within ourselves, knowingly or 


unknowingly, which may blow off 


and destroy an institution and its 
growth altogether. Persons can be 


Sacrificed but not the institutions. 


We should nurture and handle 
institutions knowing fully well that 
the objectivity of the institution is 
supreme above any subjective 
weaknesses. Whenever we fail to 
distinguish between an institution 
and a person and the right priority 
between the two, there is likely to 
be friction and dissatisfaction and 
no fulfilment. There is a very dis- 
tinguishing characteristic bet- 
ween the leaders of men and 
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leaders of institutions, and very 
rarely these two qualities combine 
in one person. 


In India we had 'Leaders of men’ 
but very few to lead the institutions 
at the same time. This was exactly 


. the difference between the great 


Swami Vivekananda and others 
like Swami Brahmananda and 
Swami Saradananda,. This was 
also the difference between 
Gandhiji and Nehru, Tilak and 
Gokhale, Ranade end others. 


According to Kothari: “It is a 
quality of leadership that is effec- 
tive without being dominating, that 
can make peopie work and slog 
away by relating to others like 
them with ease and facility in the 
course of working together, thus ` 
inspiring a collective ethos that 
Springs less from rules and struc- 
tures and more being part of a 
common process and shared cul- 
ture of at once personal and 
institutional Striving.” 


Not by Charisma Alone 


Both the types are necessary 
and important. Simply charisma 
will not do for an institution. For a 
movement charisma is important. 
To consolidate ideas into an insti- 
tution we. also need leaders of 
institutions. What is difficult to get 
is the right combination. Because, 
only “ . . such leaders are found to 
Spin off the entire chain of happen-

ings without being at the centre of 
them, or to put it in another way, 
being central to the whole institu- 
tional process without centralising 
it. That is the crux of an insti- 
tutionalised as opposed to hierar- 
chical, leadership process, in 
which there is charisma at work 
(there can be no adequate model 
institution-building 
exercise of legitimate isadership 
including a degree of charisma) 
but it is charisma that flows in and 
through the institutiona! process 
instead of Substituting or over- 
powering it, which is what happens 
SO often". 


Most of our premier institutions 
are suffering from difierent kinds 
of maladies including ‘dearth of 
leadership or helmsmen. Institu- 
tions such as the Servants oí India 
Society, the Bhandarkar Oriental 
Institute, the Asiatic Society and 
the Deccan Education Society and 
some others of great political 
Character in Indian institutional 
movement have either been stun- 
ted or have reached a final stage of 
obliteration. Many are just fuming 
Within. Perhaps, keeping in view 
Such maladies, Swami Viveka- 
nanda wrote to one of his disciples 

hat many a ship has met. with 
disaster. like that and sunk to the 

Ottom mainly because of jea- 
lousy, Power-politics and dearth of 
Fight leadership. Tilak also pointed 
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without an 


out that, “individuals, as well as 
institutions are of two kinds, those 
that take Circumstances, as they 
arẹ and compromise with them, 
and those that obtain recognition 
Of their views by creating favour- 
abie circumstances, by means of 
robustly and Steadily fighting their 
way up”. Of course Tilak himself 
fought with his colleagues in diffe- 
rent institutions and a full descrip- 
tion of such fights may be had in 
the Chapter ‘Colleagues in Con- 
flict’ of the book by Stanley A. 
Wolpert: “Tilak and Gokhale” 
(Pub. Oxford University Press). 
Why Tilak alone, many were thus 
caught up in their personal views 


about national revival and reform ` 


at that time and failed to see each 
other's views in their institutional 


. approach. 


Suggestions 

In order to create a national 
climate ‘to fight against such 
maladies, we need total prepared- 
ness and a change in our individual 
and social attitudes engendered 
through educations. Scientific 
research should be undertaken to 
unravel the cause of institutional 
failures in the proper perspective. 
This will help us to know the exact 
nature .and character of our anti- 
institutional inhibitions and com- 
plexes right from the begining of 
the 19th century up to the 20th 
century. That will serve as an 
MAY 15, 1980 
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insurance against the non-insti- 
tutional and degenerate culture. 
Side by side, we should try to learn 
irom the Western experience and 
history of successful institutions 
and enterprises. We should wel- 
come the progressive side of their 
culture and institution-building. 


Several decades before the 
freedom movement actually 
caught fire, Bhudhev Mukerjee 


stressed the need for eligibility and 
orientation before seeking politi- 
cal freedom. He wanted in fact a 
psycho-social preparation. He 
never liked Western culture and 
the domination of the British in our 
educational field also. As a matter 
of fact, he was all in favour of a 
movement with an institutional 
character to arouse the people and 
prepare them for a social awaken- 


_ Ing. Without such a social and 


institutional preparation, accord- 
Ing to him, it was not wise to seek 
political freedom. 


Bankim Chandra, who appeared 
a decade !ater, rushed for political 
freedom and struggle. With the 
advent of Swami Vivekananda the 
floodgates of social, political and 
Cultural activities were thrown 
Open. But Vivekananda too called 
for a national sense of organisa- 
tion and institution-building for the 
Service of the people. Vidyasagar is 
another great name, but he did not 
directly follow the path of institu- 
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tion-building. 


Between the 19th and 20th 
Century, the conjuction period, 
there were many like Ranade, 
Gokhale, Tilak, Annie Beasant, and 
Sri Aurobindo, who either built - 
many institutions or many institu- 
tions were built around them with 
their hallowed name and teach- 
ings. And this was not restricted to 
any particular field—social, poli- 
tical or cultural. In the field of 
science, there were luminaries like 
J.C. Bose, C.V. Raman and P.C. 
Ray. Some of them encouraged 
scientific research and institu- 
tions. For example, P.C. Ray built 
several pioneering chemical 
industries and other business 
organisations in and around Cal- 
cutta. The contributions of the 
Houses of -Tatas and Birlas and 
various other industrial magnates 
in different enterprise building 
endeavour cannot go without 
mention. Š 

Today, especially in United 
States, there is a remarkable shift 
from institutional help to self-help 
and it is a fact that many of their 
institutions are dying out. Once 
upon a time they played a great 
role for very many reasons. Even 
Peter Drucker has said that no 
government can any longer guar- 
antee protection, unless and until 
the citizens themselves developed 
‘Self-help’. N 
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Ture, it is that in medical and 
educational fields especially, 
governmental organisations have 
failed everywhere to cope with the 
huge problems. Institutionalism 
and organisation can never be 
successful if it means centralisa- 
tion of power and the stifiing of the 
natural initiative of people. 
America and the West want to work 
through corporate bodies and they 
have assigned many social and 
personal reponsibilities to the 
corporate bodies. But it has to be 
noted that the role of corporate 
bodies is not the same as the role 
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of men or institutions described in 
this series of articles. 


Is it not time for us now to pray 


again for our nation to have some 
responsible, constructive attitude 
and a more dynamic, social and 
Institutional morality, for some- 
thing to inspire us in the present 
sick and threatening atmosphere ? 
Violence, neglect and harm done 


to institutions is an offence done : 


not only against the nation but to 
human culture as a whole.

Providing American anthropologists 
with one of the most intriguing ques- 


tions they have faced in recent years, ` 
` Ís it a fraud, a freak, or is it a form of 
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human being believed to have been 
extinct since prehistoric times? One 
thing is certain; it has two large bullet- 
holes in it. Just as a precaution, the FRI 
have been called in. 

Way back in 1970, Ashkenazi 
happened to read an article in Saga 
magazine (July 1970) by a Minnesotan 
showman called Frank Hansen entit!ec 
‘I Killed the Ape-Man Creature of 
Whiteface’ in which Hansen confessed 
to having shot dead the mysierious 
creature (whose photographs appear 
above) during a hunting trip in 
Minnesota's Whiteface mountains. 
Having already read the earlier Sunday 
Times article which linked science 
writer Ivan Sanderson (along with Dr. 
Bernard Heuvelmans) with the investi- 
gation of the mysterious creature, 
Ashkenazi (who had been in éorres- 
Pondence with Sanderson) imme- 
diately wrote to Sanderson enquiring 
whether the creature was a Yeti. 
Sanderson shot back a reply to say that, 
in his opinion and that of Heuvelmans, it 
Was very definitely a Yeti, also called 
‘Bigtoot' in the USA, and ‘Sasquatch’ in 
Canada. 


Ashkenazi informed Sanderson that 
the fatter’s description of the creature 
(along with Heuvelmans' photographs 
of it, reproduced here) tallied exactly 
with what he had himself seen during his 


frequent. encounters with Yetis in the 
Himalayas. 


Unfortunately, Sanderson died of a 
Drain tumour in 1973 and the corres- 


pondence ended there.

The Yeti and the UFO ` 


Brian Samelovich Ashkenazi 


EAN very fascinating connection 
£Y has been established, recen- 
tly, between unidentified flying 
objects (UFOs) and the Yeti. A 
report (referred to by me in the first 
instalment in this series of articles) 
by TASS-PTI, datelined Moscow, 
August 11, 1989, provided a brief 
description of a “huge, hairy crea- 
ture with long arms and legs that 
disappeared at a lightning speed 





on seeing human beings" in the ° 


gity of Kirovo in the Volga region of 
the Soviet Union. This report 
linked the sudden and unexpected 
appearance of this creature (des- 
cribed in the same and other 
reports as a Yeti) with the alleged 
descent of the UFO from outer 
space on a lawn along Moscow's 
Kashirskoye highway (Figure 1). 
An even more recent report. 
datelined Moscow, October 9. 


. 1989, described the landing of a 


UFO in the Russian city of Voro- 
nezh and the emergence from it. 
through a hatchway, of two or 
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three extremely tall humanoid 
‘aliens’ and a small robot. Stunned 
eyewitnesses said they saw the 
Yeti-like creatures emerge from 
the UFO and visit a park nearby on 
at least three occasions. Scientists 
have confirmed the report and 
have identified the landing site. 
They have also found tracks of the 
aliens ``who made a short prome- 
nade about the park.” (Figure 2) 


A recent sketch of the huge 
humanoid Yetis and a man-sized 
robot after they emerged from the 
UFO by Soviet artist Viktor Kavta- 
radze is given in Figure 3. 

As | have already pointed out in 
instalment two of this series (under 
the heading ‘Who was the “Minne- 
sota Iceman``?') the Yeti is also 
found in America where it is called 
‘Bigfoot’. Based on authentic 
reports, there is no dissimilarity in ` 
the widely witnessed appearance 
of the American Bigfoot and the 
Indian Yeti.
